This  year  St.  Joseph  College 
students  have  an  opportunity  to 
travel  aboard  to  London,  England. 
The  trip  will  take  place  at  the 
beginning  of  the  next  semester. 
Planning,  and  coordinating  for 
this  trip  is  Assistant  Professor 
of  English,  April  Toadvine.  She 
hopes  students  will  sign  up  soon 
for  this 
trip,  and 
hopes 
this  can 
become 
a  yearly 
program 
available  to  students. 

Unlike  other  “travel-abroad” 
programs,  this  excursion  is  purely 
for  the  student’s  leisure.  The 
main  focus  is  London,  and  offers 
students  a  chance  to  enjoy  one  of 
Europe’s  great  cultural  centers. 

“I  would  have  loved  to  have  the 
students  travel  to  other  areas  of 
England,”  said  Prof.  Toadvine, 

“but  eight  days  in  London  aren’t 
enough  to  take  in  what  the  city 


has  to  offer.” 

Students  will  be  offered  a 
chance  to  see  the  city’s  many 
historical  monuments,  such  as  the 
House  of  Parliament  and  Trafalgar 
Square.  Departure  for  England 
is  on  the  second  of  January,  and 
students  will  return  in  time  for 
classes  on  the  tenth.  “That  was

concerns, 
whether 
students 
will 

be  back  on  time  for  class,  but 
thankfully  we  found  a  package 
that  will  ensure  students  are  back 
and  ready  to  go,  despite  the  jet- 
lag  they  will  be  enduring,”  added 
Prof.  Toadvine  with  a  facetious 
grin. 

The  overall  cost  of  the  trip  is

College  receives 
$10,000  Vernier  Grant

Saint  Joseph's  College  is 
one  of  ten  higher  education 
institutions  to  receive  Vernier 
Software  and  Technology's  30th 
Anniversary  Technology  Grant. 
More  than  2,000  schools  applied 
for  the  grant.  The  recipients  will 
be  given  their  choice  of  $  1 0,000 
worth  of  Vernier  technology. 

Vernier  creates  world-class 
data-collection  solutions  for 
teachers  and  offers  a  full  line 
of  award-winning  interfaces, 
sensors,  software,  and  curriculum 
that  help  engage  and  excite 
students  through  hands-on 
scientific  exploration. 

SJC's  Director  of  Grants  and 
Contracts  Sandra  McMullen 
worked  with  Professor  of 
Mathematics  Dr.  Karen  Donnelly 
and  Assistant  Professor  of 
Mathematics  Marge  Mcllwain  to 
determine  how  they  would  use 
the  technology. 


"When  the  Vernier  grant 
opportunity  was  announced,  we 
decided  to  apply,"  said  Donnelly. 
"It  was  a  perfect  opportunity 
to  obtain  funding  to  update  our 
equipment  and  make  some  new 
acquisitions." 

Workshops  will  provide 
training  for  interested  faculty 
members  across  all  disciplines 
how  to  use  Vernier  technology 
and  how  to  incorporate  it  into 
course  projects.  A  general  focus 
of  the  department  is  to  implement 
hands-on  activities  to  connect 
mathematics  to  the  real  world, 
and  the  Vernier  grant  will  provide 
them  with  the  technology  to  make 
this  possible. 

"A  lot  of  new  technology  is 
now  available  from  Vernier,  and 
this  will  give  us  a  chance  to  order 
the  things  that  were  on  our  wish 
list,"  said  Mcllwain.  "As  stated 
in  our  grant  proposal,  we  also 


hope  to  train  other  faculty  on  the 
use  of  this  equipment  so  they 
can  see  opportunities  to  use  it  for 
quantitative  applications  in  their 
courses." 

Donnelly  and  Mcllwain 
first  started  incorporating 
mathematical  modeling  of 
real-world  data  with  real-time 
data  acquisition  devices  into 
their  courses  in  200 1 .  Their 
work  began  with  the  Teaching 
Scholars  Partnership  Program, 
funded  by  a  two-year  $30,000 
grant  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  through  the  Council 
for  Independent  Colleges.  Both 
professors  have  continued  to  use 
the  technology  for  classroom 
student  projects  in  Calculus, 
Mathematics  as  a  Human  Pursuit, 
and  Differential  Equations.  For 
more  information,  contact  Karen 
Donnelly  at  karend@saintjoe.edu.

After  nearly  three  years  in 
development.  Epic  Games’  third- 
person  shooter  Gears  of  War  3 
is  finally  here!  Fans  have  been 
eagerly  awaiting  the  return  of 
Marcus  Fenix  and  Delta  Squad 
since  the  closing  moments  of 
Gears  of  War  2,  which  unveiled 
that  the  previously  thought  to  be 
deceased  Adam  Fenix,  Marcus’ 
father,  was  still  alive.  Leading  up 
to  its  release,  few  games  garnered 
the  level  of  attention  Gears  3 
received.  Was  Gears  3  able  to 
live  up  to  its  hype?

I 
also  had  the  privilege  of  playing 
Gear  3  as  it  was  intended,  in  5.0 
surround  sound.  Whether  it  is 
the  thunderous  footsteps  of  an 
approaching  Brumak  or  the  roar 
of  your  chainsaw  bayonet  about 
to  meet  an  enemy,  Gears  3  sounds 
amazing  and  this  only  adds  to 
its  overall  thrilling  atmospheric 
effect. 

Speaking  of  carnage,  the 
cover-based  combat  that  fans  of 
the  series  have  grown  to  love  has 
been  perfected.  Getting  in  and 
out  of  cover  is  seamless  and  the 
speed  of  shooting  from  cover  has 
been  increased  to  force  players 
into  split  second  adjustments  and 


decisions.  All  of  this  combined 
with  dozens  of  formidable  foes 
on  screen  at  a  time  make  for  some 
of  the  most  intense  firefights  in 
recent  memory. 

Epic  Games  has  a  lot  to  be 
proud  of,  one  of  which  is  Gears 
3’s  campaign.  Throughout  the 
campaign,  players  encounter 
various  types  of  Locust  and 
Lambent  as  they  attempt  to  reach 
Marcus’  father,  a  scientist  who  has 
the  secret  to  ending  the  Locust 
and  Lambent  civilizations.  To 
avoid  any  spoilers,  I  will  end  my 
discussion  of  the  story’s  details 
here.  However,  I  will  say  the 
story  is  exceptional  and  filled  with 
both  emotional  and  memorable 
moments  and  ultimately  provides 
a  satisfying  conclusion  to  the 
current  Gears  of  War  story  arc. 

The  campaign,  which  one 
can  play  solo  or  with  up  to 
three  friends,  takes  the  player(s) 
through  many  locations,  including 
a  naval  battleship,  sewers,  a 
wasteland,  and  deserted  towns  to 
name  only  a  few.  Moreover,  the 
desperation  of  the  Coalition  of 
Ordered  Governments  (COGS) 
is  effectively  captured  within 
the  environments.  The  settings 
as  well  as  those  characters 


within  them  are  gritty,  raw,  and 
unforgiving.  As  I  was  playing,  it 
seemed  that  ammunition  was  in 
shorter  supply  than  in  previous 
installments  of  the  series. 

Whether  or  not  it  was  intentional, 
the  shortage  of  ammo  boxes  lying 
around  only  added  to  the  feelings 
of  desperation  and  anxiety  about 
the  uncertain  future.  It  also 
forced  players  to  improvise  and 
use  whatever  guns  were  dropped 
by  dead  enemies. 

Turning  now  to  multiplayer, 
the  perfected  combat  of  Gears 
3  is  successfully  ported  straight 
into  multiplayer.  The  addition 
of  dedicated  multiplayer  servers 
greatly  increase  the  online 
experience  by  avoiding  the  long 
wait  times  that  plagued  Gears  2’s 
launch.  Traditional  game  types 
such  as  Team  Deathmatch,  King 
of  the  Hill,  Capture  the  Leader, 
and  Execution  make  their  return. 
In  a  noteworthy  change,  players, 
who  previously  would  bleed  out 
if  a  teammate  was  unable  to  reach 
them,  are  now  able  to  resurrect 
themselves  if  they  avoid  taking 
damage  for  a  period  of  time  while 
down. 

In  addition  to  the  above 
modes,  Gears  3 ’s  improved  Horde 


mode  rewards  money  to  players 
upon  killing  waves  of  increasingly 
difficult  enemies  and  bosses.  This 
money  can  be  spent  on  a  number 
of  things  including  fortifications, 
ammunition,  and  turrets.  This 
addition  to  gameplay  adds  an 
element  of  strategy  to  an  already 
vastly  popular  game  mode. 

Lastly,  Beast  mode  flips 
the  Horde  formula  on  its  head 
as  players  control  a  Locust  of 
their  choosing  and  seek  out  the 
increasingly  difficult  COGS. 

This  mode  is  a  nice  addition  and 
greatly  extends  the  replay  value  of 
an  already  excellent  game. 

At  nearly  sixty  dollars,  Gears 
of  War  3  is  a  great  value  with  its 
thrilling  campaign,  competitive 
multiplayer,  and  both  Horde  and 
Beast  mode.  Throughout  my 
life  as  a  gamer,  there  have  been 
few  games  that  I  have  enjoyed 
on  the  level  of  Gears  of  War  3. 
Alongside  Gears  from  around 
the  world,  I  hold  my  Lancer 
high  and  salute  Epic  Games  for 
delivering  the  definitive  Gear  of 
War  experience  and  creating  a 
title  that  will  be  talked  about  for  a 
long  time.

If  you  enjoy  Red  Hot  Chef  in 
the  cafeteria,  eating  off  campus, 
Chinese  food,  or  all  of  the  above, 
then  there  is  a  place  in  town  for 
you.  In  the  little  strip  mall  behind 
the  Walgreens  on  College  Avenue, 
is  a  restaurant  called  China  Gar¬ 
den.  When  you  walk  in  you  see  a 
booth-like  seating  arrangement, 
a  counter  with  some  waving  cats, 
and  the  glowing  picture  menu 
above.  These  pictures  are  quite 
stereotypical  of  Chinese  restau¬ 
rants  (I  have  seen  the  same  ones 
in  several  others)  but  the  food 
itself  is  quite  different.  I  have  a 
rather  limited  diet  due  to  some 
food  intolerances,  but  China 
Garden  is  able  to  accommodate 
me  quite  nicely  with  their  variety 
of  options. 

The  meat  I  always  get  with 
my  Chinese  meals  is  chicken.  I 
had  a  bad  experience  with  beef 
when  I  was  a  kid  (it  took  forever 
to  chew  and  after  a  while  just 
didn’t  taste  good),  and  I’ve  never 
actually  tried  a  dish  with  pork 
before  except  for  pork-fried  rice. 
The  big  shrimp  in  Chinese  dishes 
freaks  me  out,  so  I  usually  don’t 
eat  that  either.  In  any  event,  there 
are  plenty  of  options  for  each  of 
these  meats. 

I  usually  get  the  Chicken  with 
Mixed  Vegetables  option.  The 
vegetables  that  are  included  are 


semi-random  seeming  (includ¬ 
ing  random  Chinese  vegetables 
and  mini-corn),  but  they  all  taste 
wonderful  together.  I’ve  also 
gotten  the  Chicken  with  Broccoli 
and  Garlic  Chicken  meals  several 
times,  and  they  are  both  good  as 
well.  The  chicken  with  broccoli 
dish  is  rather  self-explanatory, 
but  the  garlic  chicken  (maybe 
you  all  know  this)  is  a  bit  on  the 
spicy  side  so  be  prepared  for  that. 
As  I  said,  I  always  go  for  chicken 
(I  once  got  shrimp  during  Lent, 
but  like  I  said,  it  was  too  big),  but 
from  what  all  my  friends  tell  me, 
the  other  options  are  just  as  good. 

With  these  dishes  you  have 
several  options  for  rice.  There’s 
the  standard  white  rice  and  fried 
rice,  but  they  have  many  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds  of  fried  rice.  There 
are  several  meat  options  (pork, 
chicken,  beef),  a  vegetable  option 
for  vegetarians,  and  also  a  shrimp 
option  for  special  occasions  (like 
Lent).  I  have  yet  to  try  them  all, 
but  the  chicken,  pork,  and  shrimp 
are  all  very  tasty. 

For  lunch  and  dinner  you  can 
go  to  China  Garden  to  dine  in 
or  carry-  out.  Monday  through 
Saturday  they  are  open  from  1 1 
AM  to  9  PM,  and  on  Sundays  it’s 
open  from  1 1  AM  to  8  PM.  It’s 
always  a  great  option  if  you’re 
looking  for  somewhere  to  eat  off 
campus,  go  on  a  date,  or  if  you 
just  want  some  tasty  Chinese 
food.

The  Tuesday  after  May 
graduation  of  Saint  loseph's  Class 
of  201 1 ,  Professor  Susan  “Susie” 
Chattin  an  Assistant  Professor 
of  History  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  along  with  several 
former  Core  3  students  of  hers 
traveled  to  Ireland.  The  day  they 
departed  for  Ireland  was  the  day 
Queen  Elizabeth  II  of  the  United 
Kingdom  arrived — after  80  years, 
the  crown  had  traveled  to  Ireland. 
The  arrival  and  security  was 
located  in  Northern  Ireland — who 
so  happen  to  be  more  loyal  and 
respective  towards  the  crown 
whereas  in  the  south,  Dublin 
rebelled  against  it.  The  SJC  group 
met  people  who  traveled  to  the 
United  States — they  were  easy 
to  spot  among  Ireland’s  crowds. 
Prof.  Chattin  says,  “They  were 
familiar  with  American  politics, 
food — they  had  a  positive  view  of 
the  United  States.” 

“A  pie  was  my  favorite  dish 
I  had  in  Ireland”,  Prof.  Chattin 
said  enthusiastically.  Typical 
eaters  can  choose  their  pot  pie 


to  be  stuffed  with  a  chunky 
beef  or  lamb  with  veggies  stew, 
marinating  in  a  Guinness  base 
of  liquid  luck.  As  simple  as  that, 
Guinness  pie  is  delectable  to  the 
soul’s  taste  buds;  Prof.  Chattin 
definitely  recommends  this 
crunchy  crust  wonder  for  any 
food  fanatic  travelers  venturing  to 
Ireland  to  the  near  future. 

“It’s  rich,  wonderful 
really  good.  It  was  on  menus 
everywhere.  Guinness  pie  is  a 
typical  dish  that  people  can  find 
anywhere  while  over  there.” 

The  group  traveled  to 
pubs,  and  other  small  family 
restaurants.  Having  worn  jogging 
track  pants,  “...all  the  girls  were 
considered  underdressed  at  night 
when  we  visited  the  pubs.”  The 
students  could  not  get  their  hands 
off  fish  and  chips.  The  pubs  were 
very  popular  and  always  chanted 
live  Irish  music  composed  for 
sing-along.  “The  first  pub  we 
went  to,  the  girls  were  stared 
at  because  of  their  American 
fashion.  The  Irish  typically  dress 
up  all  the  time  like  going  to  a 
wedding  everyday — it  is  a  norm 
of  their  culture.  The  SJC  group

traveled  to  Ireland  because  they 
decided  on  traveling  to  Europe. 

Of  the  seven  students  who  joined 
Prof.  Chattin  to  Ireland,  only 
a  few  have  fractions  of  Irish 
ancestry — they  were  not  looking 
for  their  roots,  but  just  to  enjoy  a 
new  foreign  country  oversees  they 
had  never  visited  before. 

Their  eight  day  trip  sent  them 
to  Dublin  first.  “Dublin  is  a 
very  cosmopolitan,  lively  town. 
It’s  not  huge — it  has  its  goods 
and  bads,  but  the  people  are 
friendly,  and  helpful  (to  tourists).” 


Next,  the  SJC  group  traveled  to 
South  Central  Kilkinny.  Prof. 
Chattin  describes  Kilkinny  to 
be  a,  “. .  .small  town,  traditional 
Ireland,  cobblestone  streets,  old 
buildings — it  was  my  favorite  part 
of  Ireland.”  Prof.  Chattin  says 
she  heard  Irishmen  speak  Gaelic 
everywhere  she  went.  There  were 
signs  with  English  directions  on 
them  to  help  navigate  where  they 
would  visit  next. 

In  Northern  Fordland  Belfast 
there  are  important  historical 
sites.  A  famous  site  the  SJC  group 
visited  was  the  Wall  of  Peace 
which  is  a  brick  wall  nearly  12 
feet  high  stretching  for  miles.  “It 
has  several  entrances;  you  could 
visit  during  the  week — closed 
on  most  weekends  because  of 
security  problems.”  In  history, 
the  Catholics  feuded  with  the 
Protestants.  Visitors  have  the 
opportunity  to  leaves  messages 
on  the  wall.  “Belfast  is  a  huge 
cosmopolitan  city — it's  still 
technically  a  part  of  the  UK. 

It’s  different  because  it’s  more 
industrial.”  Belfast  uses  pounds 
as  their  currency  instead  of  the 
United  Kingdom’s  euro.  The  SJC 


group  had  to  take  their  Euros  to 
the  currency  exchange  in  a  nearby 
local  post  office. 

“I  would  definitely  want  to 
see  different  parts  of  Ireland. 

I  know  there  are  more  natural 
wonders  that  we  just  didn’t  have 
time  to  see.  Like  the  coastlines. 
They’re  difficult  to  get  to,  but 
we  had  not  time  to  hike  to 
them.”  Prof.  Chattin  and  the 
group  did  not  travel  with  tour 
guides,  they  followed  their  own 
itinerary,  divided  their  own  time 
and  controlled  their  own  agenda, 
and  then  they  negotiated  with 
a  cab  driver  to  drive  them  to 
those  destinations.  Considering 
Europe,  and  Turkey,  Prof.  Chattin 
says,  “I’m  talking  to  students  to 
consider  a  trip  for  next  summer.” 
Traveling  was  a  wonderful 
experience,  sharing  their  fun. 
Some  students  in  the  group 
had  never  traveled  to  a  foreign 
country  before.  Prof.  Chattin 
likes  to  think  that  this  trip  “was 
a  transitional  experience” — she 
hopes  “it  made  them  feel  more 
secure,  leam  to  travel  alone,  not 
be  intimidated  by  a  new  culture 
and  place.”

Competition

Two  weeks  into  the  cross 
country  season  and  one  thing 
is  clear:  both  the  men’s  and 
women’s  teams  have  come  out 
strong  thus  far. 

For  the  men’s  team,  freshman 
Logan  Barrett  has  shown  both 
his  teammates  and  GLVC  rivals 
UW-Parkside  and  Bellarmine 
what  he  can  do.  Placing  3rd  at 
the  UW-Parkside  Midwest  Open 
and  9th  at  the  National  Catholic 
Cross  Country  Invitational,  he 
has  lead  the  Pumas  to  respective 
2nd  and  7th  place  team  finishes. 
Along  with  Barrett,  sophomore 
Richard  Kaht  has  consistently 
been  the  number  two  runner, 
placing  6th  and  35th  in  the  first 
two  meets.  Junior  Rocco  Maz- 
zanti  came  in  just  behind  Kaht 
in  7th  place  at  Parkside,  and 
took  63rd  at  the  Catholic  Cross 
Country  Invite.  Sophomores 
Mike  Fauser  and  Jake  Carden 
have  also  done  well,  with  Fauser 
placing  1 8th  and  62nd,  and 
Carden  taking  29th  and  51st. 
Junior  Brian  Witt  and  sophomore 
Matt  Phillips  have  also  placed, 
rounding  off  the  squad  so  far  this 
year. 

The  women’s  team  has  also 
seen  success  from  a  new  face. 
Freshman  Andie  Strang  has  lead 


the  Pumas  with  her  16th  and  28th 
place  finishes  at  UW-Parkside, 
where  the  team  finished  6th, 
and  the  Catholic  Cross  Country 
Invite,  where  the  team  placed 
11th.  Sophomore  Katie  DeBoy, 
who  redshirted  her  freshman  year, 
has  been  a  big  contributor  in  her 
first  two  meets,  placing  22nd  and 
59th  for  the  Pumas,  while  junior 
Kirstin  Hart  has  also  been  do¬ 
ing  what  she's  done  in  previous 
seasons,  which  is  scoring  well  for 
the  Pumas,  coming  in  at  26th  and 
75th  in  the  first  two  meets.  Junior 
Kelli  Lipoid,  sophomores  Trisha 
Hanlon  and  Morgan  Klineman, 
along  with  the  other  two  fresh¬ 
men,  Frehiwet  Negassi  and  Jes¬ 
sica  McElwain,  have  also  placed 
for  the  Pumas,  in  what  has  been  a 
successful  start  to  their  season. 

“We’re  moving  in  the  right 
direction,”  says  head  coach  Bill 
Massoels.  “We  need  to  increase 
the  intensity  of  the  workouts,  the 
intensity  during  the  workouts, 
and  work  on  decreasing  the  gap 
between  our  first  and  seventh 
runner. 

If  the  Pumas  can  accomplish 
that,  the  sky’s  the  limit.  They’ll 
have  plenty  of  time  to  do  that,  as 
they’ve  got  two  weeks  off  before 
they  run  next.

Women’s  Soccer  Welcomes  New 
Philosophy  With  New  Coach

Emily  Holbrook  was  hired  to 
serve  as  the  head  women’s  soccer 
coach  on  January  6th,  2011,  and 
is  now  the  tenth  head  coach  since 
the  inception  of  the  program  in 
1988. 

Holbrook  comes  to  SJC  after 
serving  a  two-year  stint  as  the 
head  coach  of  St.  Charles 
Community  College  in  Cot- 
tleville,  Mo.  She  started  the  pro¬ 
gram  in  2009,  posting  a  23-11-1 
career  record.  The  20 1 0  Region 
1 6  Coach  of  the  Year  guided  the 
Cougars  to  a  15-4-1  record  and 
a  Region  16  Championship  last 
season.  It  was  during  this  time 
that  Holbrook  learned  the  ins 
and  outs  of  coaching.  “I  ran  it 


as  a  four  year  program  and  it  was 
great,”  says  Holbrook. 

Holbrook  also  played  five 
years  of  professional  soccer  with 
teams  in  England  and  Canada  as 
a  goalkeeper.  Her  professional 
career  was  highlighted  in  the  fall 
of  2003  while  playing  with  the 
Blackburn  Rovers  Ladies  FC  in 
Lancashire,  England  who  were 
crowned  the  Northern 
Combination  League  Champions 
Title  with  an  undefeated  season 
(22-0). 

The  current  Women’s  squad  is 
battling  hard,  and  posting  results 
this  year.  “We’ve  been  in  every 
game  and  our  hard  work  is  going 
to  pay  off,”  she  says.  The  new 
coach  believes  that  hard  work 
and  effort  is  what  leads  to  luck 
and  wins.  The  Puma  women  run 


miles  on  miles  to  prepare  for 
their  upcoming  matches.  There 
is  more  to  fitness  behind  all  the 
running.  “With  women  you  need 
to  push  them  so  they  believe  in 
themselves.  If  they  can  do  that  or 
see  that  they  can  do  it  then  they 
can  believe  in  themselves,”  says 
Holbrook. 

All  the  hard  work  is  showing 
on  the  field  for  the  Lady  Pumas 
with  strong  recent  performances 
against  Merryville  University 
with  a  2-0  win  in  conference  play 
and  the  a  second  straight  win 
against  Marian  College. 

Currently  the  Women’s  Soccer 
team  is  2-4  with  a  conference 
record  of  1-3.  With  games  coming 
up  in  the  schedule  against  teams 
who  have  have  not  won  a  game 
the  Lady  Pumas  look  forward  to 
next  competetions.

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
football  team  made  a  second  half 
comeback  on  Saturday,  but  could 
not  capitalize  on  its  final  drive  to 
defeat  Southwest  Baptist 
University.  SBU  held  on  in  the 
final  minutes  to  defeat  SJC  21-19. 

The  Bearcats  (3-1 ),  a  bal¬ 
anced  team  coming  into  the  game, 
mounted  two  long  drives  to  open 
the  contest.  After  15  plays  on 
the  opening  drive,  John  Colliver 
missed  a  42  yard  field  goal  at¬ 
tempt.  SJC  however  went  three 
and  out  on  its  opening  possession 
giving  SBU  the  ability  to  drive 
down  field  in  1 6  plays  and  84 
yards  to  score  the  first  touchdown 
of  the  game. 

Billy  VandeMerkt  (So.,  Riv¬ 
erside,  Ill./Riverside-Brookfield) 
opened  the  second  quarter  by 
completing  a  1 1  play,  70  yard- 
drive  with  a  36-yard  touchdown 
pass  to  Cameron  Crabtree  (Fr., 
Indianapolis,  Ind./Pike). 
VandeMerkt  feeling  pressure  in 
the  pocket  tossed  an  underhand 
scoop  pass  to  Crabtree  who 
maneuvered  his  way  to  the  side¬ 
line  and  into  the  endzone.  The 
extra  point  however  was  missed 
after  a  SJC  false  start  penalty. 

The  Bearcats  answered  right 
back  as  Dan  Connors  dumped  a 
short  pass  to  Thaddeus  Everson 
who  broke  tackles,  going  32  yards 
for  a  score.  SBU  took  a  14-6

lead  into  the  locker-room  as  the 
Pumas'  first  drive  of  the  second 
half  stalled.  SJC  did  get  into  field 
goal  range  on  its  second  series, 
but  Kevin  Quackenbush’s  (Sr., 
Indianapolis,  Ind./Perry  Merid¬ 
ian)  attempt  was  tipped  and  fell 
short  into  the  endzone  where  it 
was  picked-up  by  Chris  Hawkins 
who  scampered  63  yards  into  SJC 
territory.  After  a  Puma  penalty, 
the  Bearcats  had  a  short  field  in 
which  to  operate. 

Tiras  Harris  ended  the  24-yard 
drive  with  a  four-yard  touchdown 
that  gave  SBU  a  21-6  edge,  a  lead 
that  the  Bearcats  carried  into  the 
fourth  quarter.  Midway  through 
the  final  1 5  minutes,  a  series  of 
three  turnovers  in  a  row  ended 
with  Anthony  Rouba  (Sr.,  Chi¬ 
cago,  Ill. /St.  Lawrence)  forcing 
a  SBU  fumble  giving  the  Pumas 
possession  on  the  Bearcat  34-yard 
line. 

With  the  Pumas  facing  a  fourth 
and  six,  the  drive  was  extended 
when  VandeMerkt  found  Scott 
Chapman  (Sr.,  Brook,  Ind./South 
Newton)  for  an  eight  yard  gain. 
Four  plays  later  and  again  in  a 
fourth  down  situation,  Vande¬ 
Merkt  lofted  a  pass  to  comer 
of  the  endzone  that  Chapman 
caught,  keeping  one  foot  in 
bounds.  After  Quackenbush’s 
extra  point,  SJC  had  cut  the 
deficit  to  21-19  with  less  than 
four  minutes  remaining. 

The  SJC  defense  returned 
possession  back  to  the  Puma
